Johnson read a jailer 
on the opportunities and pos.Sibilii!©H 
which are offered the je u rig man of 
today w ho Is willing to take up an hon­ 
orable employment and enter upon ni* 
life work ss a progressive farmer. 
The superior inducements offered at 
this time are compared to the rendi­ 
tions that existed from tweuty to thir­ 
ty-five years ago. 
“The purchasing power of our prod­ 
ucts at that time." said Mr. Johnson. 
“and the prices we paid for the neressi- 
ties in the borne aud on the farm and 
the rates of interest on borrowed mon­ 
ey all combined to make life on the 
farm a most serious problem and in­ 
deed caused many a young man to 
leave the farm and seek lh© «itj in 
hopes that he might secure a paying 
position with less effort and shun what 
to him scented a life of drudgery. 
“Let us now make a comparition of 
prices of farm products aud cost of 
furm supplies,” coniluued lite sfteaker. 
"Thirty years ago we (.suiId Iii Iowa 
buy ten yards of calico for $ 1. taking 
forty pounds of butler: today the same 
am ount of buller, xviii buy 'JOO yards. 
Twenty-iftne years ago you lurid $17 for 
IOO pounds of barbed win*, wnieh look 
over IOO bushels of oats: today IOU 
bushels of oats will buy I,’JUU pounds 
of ware aud the staples thrown in. 
Thirty years ago we paid 
for a 
harvester, taking 450 bushels of good 
w heat; today the same amount of 
w heat will buy four self binders. Thir­ 
ty-five years ago the wife took a trip 
on the railroad a distance of 4<nj miles, 
round trip, which cost $ 10. xvii tell took 
800 dozen OI eggs; today the same 
num ber of eggs will carry you 3,000 
miles, 
with 
better accommodations. 
Twenty-eigbt years ago a first class 
work harness cost $33. which took 
1,000 pounds of pork; today the same 
pork will buy two sets of the same 
quality of harness. 
“Shoes are some higher, but you can 
buy today from the products of the 
farm three pairs where you could buy 
one pair thirty years ago. 
"Thirty years ago you paid for shoe­ 
ing a pair of horses $4. which took 
sixteen bushels of corn; today the 
same corn will shoe fire horses. 
Thirty years ago a bill of lumber 
on $1,000 for one year took 4,000 bush­ 
els of cora. 
The same bill, which to­ 
day Is $1,500. will U ke £500 bushels 
of cora, leaving I JKK) bushels of corn 
to sell, bringing $800. which you still 
have left after being robbed of the 
$500 advance.

T he forty-third annual session of the 
national grange, field at Des Moines, 
Im., last m onth, m easured up well in 
jKdut of accom plishm ent* with previ­ 
ous m eetings ot the kind. 
’l'fie resolu­ 
tions th at were adopted were for the 
moat part conceived in the highest in­ 
terest* of the O rder, aud those which 
relate to our great national policies, 
such as tile tariff, taxation, tm unpor- 
tatlou and our larger agricultural in­ 
tercuts, w ill find general approval by 
the sta te and subordinate granges. 
T here was a more general discus­ 
sion of the resolutions wbeu presented 
lim n usual, 
hew er. It seem ed to us, 
were referred to com m ittees. 
More 
called for iiuLicdiute discussion and 
action. T he discussion on taxation, in­ 
volving 
the 
tw o 
prom inent 
issues, 
“classification" aud ‘‘uniform rate,’’ oc­ 
cupied nearly all of au afternoon ses­ 
sion aud cam e up on a resolution sent 
up from the K entucky state grange 
and not follow ing the report of the 
com m ittee on taxation, as m ight have 
been anticipates!. 
W hile it is no doubt 
wise to refer m any subjects presented 
in resolutions to com m ittees apf»oiiited 
for their consideration, who may give 
considerable tim e and thought to for­ 
m ulating the grange position in regard 
to them . we all know th at in state 
grange as well as national these com­ 
m ittee re to rts com e iu at the close 
of the session, and in the usual m *n 
to get through aud get aw ny adequate 
discussion is rarely given a com m it­ 
tee’s report. 
We believe in discussing 
m any subjects th at are presented for 
the consideration of delegates al our 
sta te and national grauge m eetings 
when they are presented in the form 
of resolutions, even though they are 
afterw ard referred to com m ittees. 
The m atter of proportional represen­ 
tation th at w as expected to divide the 
state m asters more equally than it did 
proved to la* decidedly one sid«*d w hen 
the vote w as taken. 
The M ichigan 
plan of givtug tw o additional votes for 
euch 10.000 of m em bership above the 
first 10,000 w as again presented: also 
another, known as the federal plan, 
the essence of which is th at each state 
shall be entitled to representation by 
one voting m em ber for every 10.000 
m em bers in the state and every voting 
m em ber shall l»e entitled to an alte r­ 
nate in case of his own absence: t fiat 
w hat I* known us the representative 
vote shall Is* used on all ordinary oc­ 
casions. the state vote only when de­ 
m anded. and 
when it Is dem anded 
both 
representative 
and 
state 
vote 
m ust be cs st In* fore a m easure ta n be* 
declared carried. 
T his combined vote 
is to be used at the election of officers 
and on change* in the constitution. 
Should a slate lie represented by only 
one i>erson th at state shall he entitled 
to one other representative to Is* elect­ 
ed bv tin* state grange or appointed by 
the state grauge executive com m ittee. 
N either plan wa* adopted. 
We may 
add it is doubtful lf elf lier ever will 
is*. 
T here w ere m any resolutions of 
large public interest adopted, and the 
rejm rts of I he com m ittees w ere ex ­ 
ceedingly able and instructive. 
Postal 
savings Ut ilks and the parcels post 
system were dem anded, ship subsidies 
strongly opposed; lit road im provem ent 
the m arket roads should receive first 
attention; on the question of taxation 
the uniform rate system found ap­ 
proval, no property to is? ex em p t: a 
com m ittee on is wipe rn Mon, national lu 
scope, w as upp'uiiP d; protect ion for 
monopolies or for those who sell in 
foreign m arkets for less than is de- 
mandt*! Iii our ow n was opi>osed: in­ 
dorsem ent of ex President Roosevelt’s 
conservation policy was voted: b io ral 
appropriations by congress for the sup­ 
port of ag ricultural extension d ep art­ 
ment* in agricultural colleges were 
asked; $5,000 a year for tw o years w as 
voted for the partial support of the 
national grange organ. 
Til la outlines 
briefly ouly a part of the m easures 
approved by the national grauge. 
T he finance* of the national grange 
are in good shape. 
The total assets 
w ere $1I3.X21.29 on Oct. I, and since 
th at d ate this am ouui ha* been in­ 
creased about $4.00«‘ by dues from 
sta te granges th at did not rei*>rt pre­ 
vious to Oct. I. 
The national m aster 
report* th at no funds of the national 
grange have beeu lost through Invest­ 
m ent o r otherw ise aud th at the tre a s­ 
u rer’* book* had beeu audited every 
y ear by the ex«*cutive com m ittee and 
th e list of securities found 
intact. 
T hese fund* are invested lu lo,*ii* upon 
real estate to the am ount of $50,796.29.

of unquestioned value, $9,920.54 I* d e­ 
posited in savings banks and the bal­ 
ance in sm aller am ounts in safe com ­ 
panies. 
Ju view of the fact th a t the 
m anagem ent of the financial invest­ 
m ents of the national grange bad been 
questioned and criticised, an investigat­ 
ing com m ittee w as appointed which. 
a fte r a careful exam ination of the

I 
know it to have greater vitality than 
any other breed of hogs in the United 
States. 
I have never known a full 
bloated mule f«*ot hog to have hog 
cholera. It is an easy feeder, develops 
early and rapidly. Is in strong demand 
on the market at a premium, is neither 
a lard nor a bacon hog. but a happy 
medium between the two, making It a 
profitable hog to handle tinder all con­ 
ditions and demands. 
The sows are 
good, gentle mothers and raise large 
litters of pigs, which if turned out will 
hustle for their living, or they wilt 
grow fat and thrive, paying big re­ 
turns under good care and attention. 
Breeders of this hog find it as com­ 
pared with other breeds hardier, of 
greater vitality, m atures earlier, cost­ 
ing less to make the first 250 pounds.

so far as tested by farm ers has been 1 
immune from cholera, is a vigorous, 
hardy bog, a good rustler and a ctiv e« 
and seems to have lots of vitality.
